Office Notice of Reasons for Rejection, were disclosed in an Information Disclosure Statement 
filed September 1, 1995. Reference EP 0 539 237 Al, listed in the Japanese Patent Office 
Notice of Reasons for Rejection, was disclosed in an Information Disclosure Statement filed 
April 26, 2001. 

The International Search Report, submitted with the IDS dated September 1, 
1995, shows that JP 6023031 is the equivalent of EP 0 508 473 A2 and that JP 3133446 is the 
equivalent of EP 0 423 916 Al. 

Based upon the Japanese Patent Office Notice of Reasons for Rejection, it is 
believed that JP 5304092 is the equivalent of EP 0 539 237 Al which was submitted in the 
Information Disclosure Statement dated April 26, 2001.
